Parks Plans 
Head Score 
Of Projects

Bucks County government, politics and judicial 
; processes burst with activity during 1961, some­ 
times in intermingling fashion. 
The County Commissioners embarked on a 
score of projects. They greatly expanded the coun­ 
ty park holdings, with new parks at Playwicki and 
Churchville and a quarter-million dollar swing­ 
ing pool ready to build near Silver Lake in Mill 
Creek Valley Park. They got ready to build a 
$300,000 public health center near the Lower Bucks 
County Hospital. 
Prison Farm 
The Commissioners also decided, instead of 
enlarging the outmoded county prison, to relieve 
its overpopulation by building a prison farm on the 
site of the county poor home. And the judicial 
wing of the new $7,000,000 courthouse, with six 
courtrooms, is to be opened, they hope, in May. 
Also established by the county board were a 
Bucks County Soil Conservation District and an 
Airport Authority. They will start 1962 by setting 
up and manning a county water and sewer auth­ 
ority, for countywide action on the mounting water 
and sewer problems. 
The Commissioners built two new concrete 
bridge in the county in 1961, and painted and re­ 
stored three covered bridges, giving all seven 
covered bridges under toe county domain a new 
lease on life. The Bucks County Historical Com­ 
mission in its second year of operation, qualified to 
receive state resignition and money for its efforts 
to bring tourists lo the county. 
For smoother administration of the county of­ 
fices toe Commissioner added a punch card IBM 
system to the personal property tax department 
and got set to convert toe bigger tax assessment 
job to IBM.

Outlook Is 
Optimistic

Business in Lower Bucks County is going to 
get better, better, and better in 1962. 
That’s what local economists seem to think 
after taking time after the Christmas rush — to 
polish their crystal balls — and take a quick 
glance into the future. 
The optimistic prediction wasn’t made, of 
course, without a backward glance at business 
during 1961. 
Good Year 
“It was a good year,” businessmen say, “and 
this points to more sales in ’62.” 
Retailers are optimistic with their forecasts, 
industrialists are either mum or cautious. 
But according to one reliable listening post — 
the Pennsylvania State Employment Service — 
toe outlook seems rosy, especially so in toe first 
two quarters of 1962. 
“The outlook for employment during the next 
several months in Lower Bucks County seems 
very good,” reports the Service in its recent La­ 
bor Market Letter.
